The BC-348 was designed by RCA is response to an army requirement. 

I believe the contract date was June 12 1936. This was for the BC-224A. 
There were two submissions for the army requirement, GE's and RCA's. 
The RCA submission met the army's requirement and so was accepted. 
There was an update, maybe in 1939 for the BC-224b and BC-348b. 

This version was electrically similar to the earlier model but was changed 
mechanically. 

There was no BC-348A 

The 1939 update model used metal tubes such as the 6K7 where as 

the orginal model used 6 pin tubes such as the 6D6 

There was a third model using single ended tubes such as the 6SK7. I 
don't know who did the design work.

Many years ago the Museum of Science and Industry here in 

Chicago had a lightning display up on the second floor level. 

I recall seeing this with my dad as a kid. My memories are 

vague at this point. But, as I recall there were very large 
transformers, coils and capacitors. Components 10' - 12' high. 

The viewing area was a large double fenced off semi circle. These 
displays were done on a schedule and people gathered around some 
time before the gear was fired up. I recall suspense before the 
display. It seemed to take some time between the time the equipment 
started and the actual discharge. Most likely this was due to the 
charging of capacitors. Then SMACK. I think the strike was several 
feet long. 


I talked to a Professor here several years ago about some of the 
historical aspects of the building I work in here (Tech). At one 
time Northwestern had a similar lightning display that occupied 
two stories of the C wing. It was used to impress visitors. This 
must have been some very large gear. He is emeritus now, but when 
I see him again, I'll ask about the specifics of the setup. The 
two story area was divided into two separate stories years ago and 
is now office space. 


Tech has some very interesting history. It used to have a totally 
copper lined Faraday room, large overhead projection galvanometers 

in some of the lecture rooms and so much more. They did power 
electronics here in a big way. Huge floor to ceiling power distribution 
patch panels in many of the labs. Especially EE and Physics. There 
were large AC to DC motor generators in the basement that supplied 

the power for these experiments.

In AWA publication "Old Timers Bulletin," Volume 27 Number 2, 
August 1986, its editor, Bill Fizette, K3ZJW, credits H. A. 
Robinson, W3LW, as being the “original electrical design engineer," 
and quotes Robinson as crediting Jack Terrel, W3FDF, with the 
design of the tuning/band change mechanism. Because Fizette's 
article was only about the BC-348, we can only assume that Robinson 
and Terrel were involved in the design of the BC-224-B (the 
redesign of the BC-224-A). 


As you were advised by Philip McCoy, there were basically three 
unique "BC-348s," the original BC-224-A, designed and manufactured 
by RCA; BC-348s J, N, & Q, designed and manufactured by 
Wells-Gardner; and all other BC-224s and BC-348s, designed by RCA 
and manufactured by RCA, Stromberg-Carlson, and Belmont. 


Wells-Gardner redesigned the BC-348 and, in 1942, was awarded an 
order for their BC-348-J which was produced at one third the cost 
of the RCA designed models (which continued in production, also). 


Hope this helps. By the way, are you related to H. A. Robinson?
